been in progress for some tim** under 
the direction of Dr. Frederick Props 
cher. 
When Yee Sui, the leper, wa- order 
ed isolated at the municipal hospital 
the operation Dr. Proeseher had Ion 
sought presented Itself. Microbes we * 
taken from the tissue-; of Vee Sui' 
body and examined 
under powerful 
microscopes, the germs were dint v 
gulshable, similar in shape to the I ti 
bercular microbes, hut placed in tesl 
tubes 
they could 
searedv he kept 
alive, and It was then the decision was 
made to breed them in the monkeys. 
Several of 
the animals died, but 
eight live, and from these Dr Proes 
cher has drawn the supply of virus he 
is injecting into Yee Sui. While th** 
discase 
appears 
to 
progress 
more 
slowly than before the Chinaman went 
to the hospital, It Is yet too early to 
tell whether the virus is having anv 
effect.
